Section 1) That it is necessary for public convenience and welfare that
proceedings be initiated to establish, alter and widen State Route 161 at
Cosgray Road, the City of Dublin, Washington Township, Franklin County
and Union County, Ohio, to variable widths upon the following described
centerline:

Beginning at the intersection of State Route 161 and Cosgray Road for
approximately 1,000 feet southerly, westerly and easterly.

Section 2) That Tuesday, June 21, 2016 at 11:00 a.m., on the line of the
proposed improvement, is hereby fixed as the time and place for viewing
said State Route 161 at Cosgray Road improvement project.

Section 3) That the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners of
Franklin County, Ohio is hereby directed to cause legal publication thereof
to be made in accordance with the law.
